Heroism Of U. S. 
Missionaries 
Exhibit Themes 


Tableaus To Feature 
CSMC National Meet At 
Notre Dame Aug. 26-29 


Notre Dame, Ind. — Heroism of 
American missionaries in the South 
Pacific during World War II will 
be depicted by mission exhibits 
which will play an important part 
in the 13th national convention of 
the Catholic Student’s Mission Cru- 
sade to be held August 26 to 29 
at the University of Notre Dame. 

Typical of the exhibits at the 
convention will be a joint display 
by the religious orders of Marist 
missionary priests and Missionary 
Sisters of the Society of Mary. 
A feature of this exhibit will be 
a tableau representing the wartime 
martyrdom of two priests and two 
Sisters, who could have escaped 
death if they had been willing to 
serve as informers for Japanese 
invading troops. The Rev. John 
A. MeMahon, S.M., who survived 
the harrowing days of thé inva- 
sion, will be among the priests in 
charge of the exhibit. 

Another missionary hero of the 
South Pacific who will attend the 
convention as a speaker is the Rev. 
Frederic P. Gehring, of the Vin- 
centian congregation in Philadel- 
phia, Pa., who served as a chap- 
lain with the U. S. Navy in the 
engagements around Guadalcanal. 
Father Gehring was awarded dec- 
orations for his bravery beyond 
the call of c.ty during the war. 

Also portrayed by exhibits and 
speakers at the convention will be 
the medical service rendered by 
Christian missionaries to people 
in every section of the world. Three 
orders of Sisters represented at 
the Notre Dame meeting are ded- 
icated exclusively to medical ser- 
vice. These include the Medical 
Sisters of Philadelphia, whose 
founder, Mother Anna Dengel, is 
expected to attend; the Mission 
Health Sisters of New York City, 
and the Hospital Sisters of St. 
Francis, Springfield, Il. 

Among the other sisterhoods 
whose work in the medical field 
has been outstanding and who will 
be represented at the convention 
are the White Sisters of Metuch- 
en, N. J., whose field is Africa: 
the Maryknoll Sisters, Maryknoll, 

Y., working in China and other 
parts of the Far East; the Marist 
Sisters, Bedford, Mass., noted es- 
pecially for their work in leper 
asylums, and the Franciscan Mis- 
sionaries of Mary, North Provi- 
dence, R. I. 

Activities of the medical work- 
ers in the mission fields range 
from maternity hospitals for share- 
cropper families in the southern 
part of the United States to asy- 
lums for lepers in the Pacific is- 
lands and clinic-dispensaries in Ti- 
bet and on the border of the Sa- 
hara desert. Many of the Sisters 
in Mother Dengel’s society are 
full-fledged doctors and all have 
the standing of at least registered 
nurses. 

The exhibits, to be housed in the 
gymnasium at Notre Dame, con- 
stitute the largest Catholic mid- 
sionary exposition ever held in 
the United States, according to 
national officers of the Mission 
Crusade. Fifty-two missionary so- 
cieties and religious orders en- 
gaged in mission work in the 
United States and overseas are 
participating.

Universality, Cardinal Tells 
1,000 Olympians Of Fifty Nations 


JOHN A. GREAVES 
London.—(NC)—“In these dark and difficult days it is 
a great experience for us to see before our eyes such a stirr- 
ing reminder of the universality of the Church,” His Emin- 
ence Bernard Cardinal Griffin, Archbishop of Westminster, 


told nearly 1,000 athletes and 
from about 50 nations at a 
minster Cathedral. 


The service followed a reception 
given for the Catholic athletes by 


the Cardinal in Westminster Cath- 
edral Hall. 


“It gives me great pleasure to 
welcome you as athletes who are 
determined to live your lives s 
true Christians and bring forth 
the power and the principles of 
Christ into your sport and recrea- 
tion,” the Cardinal stated. “If 
this spirit of Christian sportsman- 
ship permeates the Olympic Games 
a tremendous contribution will 
have been made towards the set- 
tlement of the present world dis- 
content.” 


In receiving the Olympic stars 
Cardinal Griffin was introduced to 
each of the athletes and spoke to 
them individually through inter- 
preters. He congratulated those 
who had won laurels, among them 
Emil Zatopek, Czech winner of the 
10,000-meter race, and <Austria’s 
Helen Baume, javelin champion. 


One group of the estimated 100 
American Catholic athletes at the 
Olympics was present at the re- 
ception, but another group got lost 
while driving from camps at Ux- 
bridge, just outside London, and 
finally landed at Westminster Ab- 
bey, medieval church now in Pro- 
testant hands. The two unofficial 
Catholic chaplains with the Am- 
erican Olympic team, the Revs. 
Francis A. English of Paterson, 
N. J., and Joseph A. McMahon of 
St. Louis, who were at the recep- 
tion, were distressed that the other 
group never got to it at all.

Vienna.—(NC)—There are but few in Czechoslovakia 
who were deceived by the cry of “persecution” which the

The communist-dominatéd Czech 
youth organization, Miada Fronta, 
in a statement broadcast by the 
Prague radio and monitored in the 
2 a the suspension of 
the Rey.

1,000 Olympians Of Fifty Nations 


JOHN A. GREAVES 
London.—(NC)—“In these dark and difficult days it is 
a great experience for us to see before our eyes such a stirr- 
ing reminder of the universality of the Church,” His Emin- 
ence Bernard Cardinal Griffin, Archbishop of Westminster, 
told nearly 1,000 athletes and officials of the Olympic Games 


from about 50 nations at a 


Benediction service in West- 


minster Cathedral. + 


The service followed a reception 
given for the Catholic athletes by 


the Cardinal in Westminster Cath- 
edral Hall. 


“It gives me great pleasure to 
welcome you as athletes who are 
determined to live your lives s 
true Christians and bring forth 
the power and the principles of 
Christ into your sport and recrea- 
tion,” the Cardinal stated. “If 
this spirit of Christian sportsman- 
ship permeates the Olympic Games 
a tremendous contribution will 
have been made towards the set- 
tlement of the present world dis- 
content.” 


In receiving the Olympic stars 
Cardinal Griffin was introduced to 
each of the athletes and spoke to 
them individually through inter- 
preters. He congratulated those 
who had won laurels, among them 
Emil Zatopek, Czech winner of the 
10,000-meter race, and <Austria’s 
Helen Baume, javelin champion. 


One group of the estimated 100 
American Catholic athletes at the 
Olympics was present at the re- 
ception, but another group got lost 
while driving from camps at Ux- 
bridge, just outside London, and 
finally landed at Westminster Ab- 
bey, medieval church now in Pro- 
testant hands. The two unofficial 
Catholic chaplains with the Am- 
erican Olympic team, the Revs. 
Francis A. English of Paterson, 
N. J., and Joseph A. McMahon of 
St. Louis, who were at the recep- 
tion, were distressed that the other 
group never got to it at all. A 
eye of Canadians also got 
ost and missed the reception.

‘Persecution’ Cries Raised 


On Behalf Of Suspended 
Priest Leave Czechs Cold 


People Who Have Not Been Seen Inside 
Church For Years Are Loudest In Their 
Proclamations Of ‘Sympathy’ For The ‘Innocent’ 


Vienna.—(NC)—There are but few in Czechoslovakia 
who were deceived by the cry of “persecution” which the 
bosses of the formerly pro-Catholic, now communist-domin- 
ated Czech People’s party have raised against the Church 
in connection with the disciplinary measures taken against 
the Rev. Josef Plojhar, a Catholic priest serving as Minister 


of Health: in the Prague govern-+ 


ment, 

Reports received here from 
Prague declare it to be “the talk 
of the town” that people who have 


not. been seen inside a Church for 
years are loudest in their procla- 
mations of “sympathy” for the 
“innocent priest” who they charge 
is being “victimized” by “Church 
dignitaries embarking on the fa- 
tal road of disloyalty to the 
state.” 


Even non-Catholics, when speak- 
ing privately and sure of not be- 
ing overheard by the increasingly 
active secret police, make fun of 
the “persecution” suffered by the 
suspended priest, who can often 
be seen going about town and 
driving through the country in his 
luxuricus official car, 


The communist-dominatéed Czech 
youth organization, Mlada Fronta, 
in a statement broadcast by the 
Prague radio and monitored in the 
U. S., exploited the suspension of 
the Rev. Plojhar to launch a bitter 
attack against the Holy See. The 
statement charged the Vatican with 
violating the modus vivendi con- 
cluded with Czechoslovakia, with 
playing “the main part in the action 
against Father Plojhar,” and with 
“inciting the Church in the popu- 
lar democratic countries against 
the legal governments.” Asserting 
that the attitude of the Prague 
government toward the Church was 
“more ‘than tolerant,” the state- 
ment said “the Vatican would 
probably be quite pleased if it 
could announce to the world that 
the Church in Czechoslovakia had. 
been driven back into the cata- 
combs.” 


The events since the revolution- 
ary coup last Februarv have taught 
Czechs how easy it is to extort 
statements from the puppet leaders 
of purged parties and groups. They 
are not deceived by the similarity 
of names. They know that the 
Czech People’s party today is not 
what it was in the past. They 
can see through the communist- 
directed maneuver aimed at raising 
a suspended priest who has openly 


Prague, main object of the bitter 
attacks in “l’affaire Plojhar,” has, 
so far, refrained from answering. 
When he is ready to do go, he

“The fundamental bases of American citizenship are podlitical 


and religious freedom. Therefore, understanding of the Bill of 


Rights, the Constitution and the fundamentals of our economy 

go hand in hand with an understanding of the Bible itself. 
“There has been too little appreciation that an intelligent be- 

lief in God is the greatest obstacle that dictatorship has to over- 


come. 


Yet it is a sad commentary that in the United States some 
sixty-five million people have no religious church affiliation. 


This 


is a definite challenge to the community., We must return to 
early fundamentals, i.e., each God-fearing family must see that 
its members clearly understand the tenets of its particular faith. 
While the responsibility is that of the family and the church, the 
schools must facilitate their work. A truly God-fearing nation is 


a strong nation.

(1) Official recognition of religious education in the gen- 
eral educational scheme through “released” time, school credits, 
and the like: (2) inclusion of religion within the program and 
life of the public school; (3) making religion an integral part of 
education through parochial or private schools; and (4) concen- 
trating on strengthening religious education in church and syna- 
gogue,

The Roster Of 
Religious Affiliates 


ECENTLY the secular press 

quoted figures appearing in 
The Christian Her concerning 
the growth, during the past few 
years, of church membership. It 
was represented that Protestant, 
Catholic and Jewish members now 
constitute 77,000,000 out of our 
140,000,000 population, or 53% of 
the total. 


If all these pose were regular 
attendants at Sunday public serv- 
ices, if they knew why they are 
what they are, and showed an in- 
terest in the observance of the 
moral law, the situation would be 
somewhat encouraging. 


Included in the 77,00,000 are 
some over 4,600,000 Jews, most of 
whom, as their Rabbis will ack- 
nowledge, are only sympathetically 
inclined towards the religion of 
the Old Law. They attend their 
a ues for the observance of 
their Passover, and their New 
Year, but they think of themselves 
more as members of a race than of 
a religion. 

Probably the most prominent 
Jewish layman in the United 
States, a gentleman of New York, 
who has been much worried about 
anti-Semitism, called at our office 
some time ago, and answered for 
us the question “Do the majority 
of Jews practice their religion?” 
in this way: “No, most of them 
are not interested because the Old 
Testament public religious practice 
consisted of slaying an animal and 
sprinkling its bleod on the altar, 
which would be abhorrent to the 
Jews of our times.” Of course, 
our observation was that the sacri- 
fices of Old. Law weré only typi- 
cal and figurative of the sacrifice 
of Calvary and, therefore, they 
were to come to an end with the 
Redemption effected by the Mes- 
sias. He agreed with us that the 
Jews have been without a priest- 
hood and without sacrifice from 
the time the temple of Jerusalem 
was destroyed by Titus in the year 
70 A. D. 

We are mentioning this merely 
as a fact, but the average Jew is 
He apt better acquainted with 

is religion than the average Pro- 
testant is with his. Many of these 


‘are church members who were 


emotionally induced to “accept 
Christ” at a revival service, were 
entered on the books of some local 
church, but soon grew cold. In 
fact a complete census was taken 
- at Indianapolis recently under 

ethodist auspices, and the cen- 
sus revealed that no more than 
one-third of the church affiliates 
attended divine services more than 
two or three times a year. John 
Foster Dulles, speaking before 
several hundred delegates to a 
Presbyterian conclave in Chicago, 
a few months ago, told them that 
two-thirds of the Presbyterian 
membership seldom go to church. 

The situation might be likened 
to that of the bor Unions.

The Catholic Church is credited 
by The Christian Herald with 25,- 
286,178 members. But nearly every 
one of them is a practicing Cath- 
olic. The latest — gt are more 
than 26,000,000. e do not mean 
that there are no “nominal” Cath- 
olics for there would probably be 
another 6,000,000 or 7,000,000 
whe would claim to be Catholics, 
but whe have never identified 
themselves to any pastor and who 
are not su of the church. 
None of m is included in the 
report of the Catholie Directory. 


| But on any given Sunday there 


are more than twice as many 
Catholics attending divine services 
as there are members of all other 
religious organizations taken to- 
gether. 


We quote below two editorial 
comments on the figures presented 
by The Christian Herald. The first 
is from the Fort Wayne, Indiana, 
News-Sentinel, July 31, 1948, and 
the other from the Atlanta, 
Georgia, Constitution. 


‘Churches Set A Mark’ 


Under the caption “Churches 
Set a Mark,” the editor of the 
News-Sentinel wrote as follows: 


“If there were a provable corre- 
lation between the number of 
names on church rolls and pro- 
gress toward Christian objectives, 
we would find ourselves more 
elated over the all-time church 
membership high. 


“According to The Christian Her- 
ald, 77,386,18 persons last year 
were enrolled in the Protestant, 
Catholic, Jewish and other faiths 
in this country. This is 53 per 
cent of the U. S. population, or a 
little more than one of every two 
persons. : 

“But nearly every minister will 

tell you that a meaningless name 
on a membership roll is a more 
vexatious problem than one who 
has either never been in the fold 
or has wandered outside it. For 
the man whose name is on the 
roster technically is laboring in 
the vineyard; actually he isn’t 
there at all. So to whatever other 
sins that may justly be recorded 
by an all-seeing Power against 
him must be added that of hypo- 
crisy. 
“We don’t mean to be throwing 
a wet blanket on the churches’ 
proud announcement of a new 
membership high. After all, mem- 
bers aren’t added without formal 
commitment that they will be re- 
sponsive to their obligations. 
Again, a man as regular as day 
and night in attending a profes- 
sional club meeting or getting in 
18 holes of golf may yell to high 
heaven if his church board has the 
temerity to remove his name from 
the roll. That he isn’t seen in 
church from one Easter Sunday to 
the next is irrelevant; that he 
hasn’t contributed a cent since he 
tossed in a dime nearly a year 
ago, doesn’t seem to matter. 

“He finds it advantageous to be 
listed as a member of the 
Church—for business and social 
reasons. It represents him as 
something more respectable than 
an atheist or the little savage. 
He is the churches’ ‘problem child.’ 

“To him it does not occur that 
one reaps according as he sows. He 
typifies the group quickest to criti- 
eize the Church for its failures 
but slowest to accept any of the 
Charch’s responsibilities. Yet he 
keeps his name there with the 
white sheep when half of what he 
gets away with in his church 
wouldn’t be tolerated in his lodge, 
club or even his poker game.

Membership Up, But... 


Under the caption “Church 
Membership Goes Up, But—” the 
editor of the Atlantic Constitu- 
tion had this comment to offer: 

“In the same edition of the 
Atlanta Constitution appeared an 
Associated Press tana reporting 
that church membership the 
United States is up to an all-time 
high, a total of 77,386,188 persons 
being on the rolls, (53 per cent of 
the population), and a report by 
a religious reporter that in three 
great church conventions there 
was very little mention of “The 
Holy Ghost as a personal force in 
man’s life.’ Also reported, in the 
same edition, was a heavy run of 
crime involving a former pastor 
and a young missionary student in 
his classes; plus the revelation 
that crime in the United States is, 
like church membership, at an all- 
time high. 


“Certainly, there is no way te 
break down the reports and put a 
finger on any solution. We are 
not sure we understand exactly 
what, Dr. Elliott means by “The 
Holy Ghost as a personal force’ in 
man’s earthly life. We suspect the 
average churchgoer doesn’t under- 
stand either. The fervor which 
marked the pioneer __ religions 
now seems to belong almost ex- 
clusively to the fringe sects, 
which compete with one an- 
other for names for their organi- 
zations indicating they, and they 
alone, are closer to God. 

“Of the totals, 46,149,676 per- 
sons helonged to 233 Protestant 
denominations while 25,286,178 are 
Catholic members of one denomi- 
nation. Six per cent of the mem- 
bership, 4,641,000, make up the 
Jewish congregations. 

“Percentage-wise, the Catholics 
had the largest membership in- 
crease, 3.5 against 2.6 for the Pro- 
testant. Oddly enough, the Cath- 
olics seem to be doing the most 
effective rural work. This is al- 
most pioneering. The Protestant 
Church is struggling to find some 
way to restore its criginal 
strength, now its weakness, by re- 
building rural churches.” 


Are They Playing 
Role Of The Devil? 


A aeenes Henry Wallace, the 
New York Daily News, quotes 
the following from Monsignor 
Sheen’s “Communism and the Con- 
science of the West”: 

“Nowhere in Sacred Scripture 
do we find warrant for the popular 
myth of the Devil as a_ buffoon 
who is dressed like the first ‘red.’ 
Rather is he described as an angel 
fallen from heaven, and as ‘the 
Prince of this world,’ whose busi- 
ness it is to tell us that there is 
no other world. 

“His logic is simple: if there is 
no heaven there is no hell; if 
there is no hell, then there is no 
sin; if there is no sin, then there 
is no judge, and ‘if there is- no 
judgment then evil is good and 
good is evil. 

“But above all these descri 

tions, Our Lord tells us that he 
[the Devil] will be so much like 
Himself that he would deceive 
even the elect—and certainly no 
devil ever seen in picture books 
could deceive even the elect. How

decree of the Sacred Congre- 

gation of Indulgences, Dec. 18, 
1885 and confirmed by Pope Leo 
XIII, says: “The Heroic Act of 
Charity in favor of the souls de- 
tained in Purgatory consists in 
this, that a member of the Church 
militant, either using a set formu- 
la or simply by act of his will, of- 
fers to God for the souls in Pur- 
gatory all the satisfactory works 
which he will perform during his 
lifetime, and also all the suffrages 
which will accrue to him after his 
death. Many Christians devoted 
to the Blessed Virgin Mary, act- 
ing on the advice of the Theatine 
Father Gaspar Oliden, make it a 
practice to deposit the said merits 
and suffrages as it were into the 
hands of the Blessed Virgin that 
she may distribute these favors 
to the souls in Purgatory to her 
own merciful pleasure.” 


The Heroic Act is often called 
a vow, yet it partakes more of 
the nature of an offering made to 
God and to Mary, and it is also, 
unlike a vow, revocable at will. It 
always remains doubtful to what 
extent God accepts the offering, 
and it is certain that the Holy 
Souls do not have the power to ac- 
cept ite The practice of the Heroic 
Act is based on the Communion of 
Saints, in virtue of which, the good 
deeds of one member of Christ’s 
body benefit all the others. Its 
meritoriousness results from the 
more intense charity—love of God 
and His suffering friends—which 
inspires it, and on which the in- 
trinsic perfection of our good 
deeds depends. Heroism is mani- 
fested in the willingness to bear 
the pains of Purgatory that other 
souls detained there may suffer 
less and may sooner enjoy the 
Beatific Vision.

Indulgences 


Commencing in the year 1728, 
the Church has enriched the Hero- 
ic Act with indulgences. At pres- 
ent those who have made the Act 
can gain the following plenary in- 
dulgences, applicable only to the 
Holy Souls: 


1. On every day they receive 
Holy Communion, if they also cen- 
fess their sins, visit a church or 
public oratory, and pray for the 
intentions of the Holy Father. 


2. On every Monday of the year, 
by assisting at Mass for the re- 
lief of the Holy Souls, if they ful- 
fill the “usual conditions” of a 
plenary indulgence: confession, 
Communion, church-visit, and 
prayer for the Pope’s intentions. 
(Perhaps the reader understands 
that it is not required to communi- 
cate on the Monday on which one 
hears Mass for the Holy Souls. On 
the day previous, or within eight 
days suffices.) 

If because of some impediment 
a person is unable to receive Holy 
Communion or assist at Mass, the 
local Ordinary may subdelegate 
approved confessors to commute 
the reception of Holy Communion 
and attendance at Mass. to other 
pious practices. 


3. Priests who have made the 
Heroic Act enjoy the personal 
privilege of the altar every day 
of the year. If Mass is said for a 
deceased person, the plenary in- 
dulgence must be applied to the 
— for whom the Mass is offer- 
ed. 

It is not against the spirit of 
the Heroic Act to pray for, or of- 
fer indulgences for, the relief of 
a particular soul in Purgatory—a

We retain.the fruits of merit and 


relative or a friend, It is only 
natural that we should wish to 
pray for our own. This practice 
was approved by Pope Leo XIII, 
Dec. 18, 1885 when he also declar- 
ed that our suffrages need not 
necessarily be offered to the Bless- 
ed Virgin for those souls whom she 
desires in particular to release. 
What is essential is, that one does 
not. keep for himself any part of 
the atoning value of his prayers 
and good works, but surrenders all 
for the relief of the suffering 
souls, either collectively or indi- 
vidually. 


A Practicall Question 
“If I give up all my good works 
in favor of the Holy Souls, what 
will become of me at the end of 
my life?” 
We are not asked to surrender 
all our good works or their fruits. 


intercession. By that is meant: 
reconcilation with God; increase 
of sanctifying grace; actual graces 
given us; increase of our glory in 
Heaven. We can still ask for spir- 
itual blessings for ourselves and 
for others. All that we surrender 
to the Poor Souls is the atoning 
value of our good works; that is, 
whatever would bring about the 
remission, in whole or in part,.of 
the temporal punishment due to 
sin. It means especially to trans- 
fer to the Holy Souls all indul- 
gences we can gain during life, 
and all that will be offered for us 
when we ourselves are in Purga- 
tory. 


Motives For Making 
The Heroic Act 


The simplest reason why one 
should make the Heroic Act is, 
because it is a good work in itself; 
excellent, in fact. Through it we 
help, not merely the Holy Souls, 
but ourselves, immeasurably. 
Father Faber in his All for Jesus 
(chap. II), explains very clearly 
the advantages- of giving all our 
indulgences to the Souls in Pur- 
gatory. Space permits quotation 
of merely a sentence. “First, there 
is a great increase of our mer- 
its; for of the three things which 
the good works of the just in- 
clude, merit, impetration, and sat- 
isfaction, the greatest of all is

ceive all together thirty-three per 
cent of the national income while 
sixty per cent of the families re- 
ceive less than $2,550. and their 
combined income is only thirty per 
cent of the national income. In 
January of this year. the Bureau 
of Labor Statistics issued a yearly 
budget for a family of four that 
provided a modest but adequate 
standard of living. The national 
average for this budget is $3,450, 
yet the average yearly earnings 
for workers amounts to $2,750. It 


{is quite obvious that with the cur- 


rent high prices it is exceedingly 
difficult for the average family to 
maintain an adequate budget. 
These low wages mean that the 
average family has a tremendous 
problem in providing itself with 
enough fvod and clothing to keep a 
high health standard, and in pro- 
viding proper education for their 
children. 

Mr. George Schermer. Director of 
the Interracial] Committee of De- 
troit, pointed out how cooperation, 
brought about by his Committee 
between the Detroit police and 
Negro ministers of that city, pre- 
vented a race riot. 

A Negro boy had been shot and 
killed. As a result passions be- 


‘;came inflamed but through the zeal- 


ous work of Negro ministers out- 
breaks of violence were prevented. 
At the same time the police al- 
lowed a funeral procession to pa- 
rade with the boy’s body up to 
the city hall By permitting the 
procession to take place friction 
was prevented and no violence oc- 
cured. Examples of inter-racial 
injustice and _  diserimination, as 
Negroes neing refused hotel rooms 
when vacancies exist. and Negroes 
being refused service in restaur- 
ants were exposed by Mr. William 
Oliver. Co-Director, Anti-Discrimi- 
nation Denartment, UAW-CIO, De- 
troit. 

Mr. Paul Weber, President of the 
Detroit ACTU and editor of the 
Wage Earner, emphasized the tech- 
niques of Catholic Social Action. 
He particularly pointed out that 
employers and employees should 
jom together in industry councils 
to plan for maximum efficiency and 
production. 

These industry councils will pro- 
mote the common social good by 
having labor, management, and 
possibly a representative of the 
public jointly determine prices, 
profits, and wages it was pointed 
out. These associations will pro- 
mote a high degree of cooperation 
between the various industries and 
professions. It is not a program 


| of community ownership but one of 


group planning to promote more 
stable economic activity and to 
give more people a voice in the 
planning of our economy. 

This is one of the many solu- 
tions offered to eliminate some of 
injustices that have resulted in 
the abuse of our free enterprise 
system. 

Bringing students closer to the 
society they will live in and 
awakening them to the necessity of 
student social action before they 
leave their college campuses this 
institute prepared them to be good

know that social problems exist, 
and who use the Papal encyclicals 
as their guiding light in answering 
current social questions, will be 
better able to fulfill their duty to 
society.

By this liturgical cult 
the Church sought to render due 
honor to Mary under the symbol 
of her great and singular sanctity 
of soul. Especially did it seek to 
adequately venerate her most ar- 
dent love towards the Father and 
His divine Son, and her maternal 
piety towards those redeemed’ by 
the precious blood. 


Meanwhile there had been ex-

May she obtain for us—she, our 
kindest Mother, who has shown

‘the most pure heart of Mary 
would be extended to the whole 
Catholic communion. In 1904 the 
Congregation of Rites named the 
Saturday after the feast of the 
Sacred Heart as the day for the 
still partially observed feast of 
the most pure heart of Mary. 


Our Holy Father, Pius XII, fol- 
lowed the example of Leo XIII, 
who had consecrated the Church 
and the world to the Sacred Heart. 
In 1942 he performed the same 
solemn consecration in honor of 


the Blessed Virgin is recognized? 


the Immaculate Heart. He then 
approved the newer feast as we 
have it now with its own proper 
Office and Mass, under the title of 
the feast of the Immaculate Heart 
of Mary. 


In 1944 this latter feast was ex- 
tended to the universal Church. Its 
rank in the liturgy is not as high 
as that of the Assumption, yet it 
replaces the former Octave day 
Office and Mass as had been ob- 
served on the 22nd of August. 


Besides renewing annually the 
memory of the solemn consecra- 
tion, the Holy Father stated that 
its observance was to be a pe- 
tition to the Blessed Mother for 
the peace of all nations. It was 
also to invoke Mary’s aid for the 
liberty of the Church, and that 
sinners foresaking the way of evil, 
all the faithful might be drawn 
nearer to her divine Son in the 
love of purity and the exercise of 
Christian virtue. 


From the Introit of its Mass the 
true character of this memorial 
festive is better understood. The 
Assumption having celebrated the 
traditional belief of Mary’s corona- 
tion as the Queen of glory, the in- 
vitation to draw near in confidence 
to her at the throne of grace is 
the keynote of the feast of her 
Immaculate Héart. The remem- 
brance of her spiritual mother- 
hood, especially of the members of 
Christ’s mystical body, the Church 
forms the theme of its Mass. And 
the lessons of this festival teach 
confidence in her glorious. inter- 
cession.

Forgotten Golfer 


TS recent death of Cyril Walker, the little Scot who won the U. S. 
National Open golf championship in 1924 in a playoff with Bobby 
Jones, removed a most unusual character from the sports scene. True 
enough, Walker had fallen upon evil days in late years and had been 
reduced to the status of a dishwashez in order to eke out a living. 
- — to a tragic end, of course, but had known his brief moments 
of glory.

Walker was a man entirely without color or personality, and was 
such a dour, unresponsive type that he made few friends. He preferred 
his own counsel. He tied with Jones for the National Open title 
24 years ago and then, in the ensuing playoff, startled the golfing 
world by defeating the Atlanta wizard by three strokes. That was 
the tournament during which Jones penalized himself a stroke be- 
cause he said the ball moved as he addressed it. No one else saw the 
ball move, but Jones was such a keen and honest sportsman that he 
insisted upon the penalty stroke. Had he not called that penalty on him- 
self he would have won the tournament by one stroke over Walker 
and no playoff would have been necessary. 


Walker probably was the most exasperating big time golfer 
that ever appeared on the scene in this country. Exasperating for 
galleries and opponents alike. It would take him about twice as 
long to play around as the normal good golfer consumes, although 
in his heyday Ralph Guldahl, former National Open and West- 
ern Open champion, could dilly dally around a course with even 
the Walkers, Guldahl, now a Chicago pro who rarely appears in 
tournaments, has speeded up his game a great deal and a few weeks 
ago when I saw him play a friendly round he was playing at the 
normal speed of a good golfer. 


Walker never did adjust his game to any reasonable time limit. 
He would walk from his tee shot, for instance, all the way to the 
rreen, no matter what the distance, to get the lay of the land, 
then walk back again in that deliberate stride of his which really 
was a time consumer. As a result, after he won the rich National 
Open title, he never was able to cash in on the publicity which 
came to him. 


Galleries simply would not turn out to pay their money to watch 
Walker and his dilatory tactics as he moved around a golf. course. 
Other pros and friends tried to get Walker to speed up his game and 
attract some crowd interest, but he never got around to satisfying 
the public, with the inevitable result that he soon was the game’s for- 
gotten man and he never again attained even a faint spotlight in the 
game of golf. One thing led to another, and he finally dropped out of 
sight entirely, He met with one reverse after another until his recent 
sudden death from natural causes occured in an eastern jail cell. 


Pittsburgh’s Fred Clarke 


A reader sends along a parish bulletin from Holy Name Church, 
Winfield, Kansas, which notes that Mr. and Mrs. Fred C. Clarke were 
observing the golden anniversary of their wedding. The husband, of 
course, is the Fred Clarke who managed the Pittsburgh Pirates to glory 
shortly after the turn of the century, but he gave up the manager- 
ship of the team at the close of the 1915 season, just a few weeks after 
I had arrived on the scene as a Pittsburgh sports writer, hence I never 
had the opportunity of becoming’ very well acquainted with him. 


However, later on I had the opportunity of becoming very well 
acquainted with the priest who had received him into the church. 
The priest was the late Rev. John P. Gallagher, who as a young as- 
sistant at St. Peter’s Church, on Pittsburgh’s North Side, instructed 
Clarke and baptized him. The Pittsburgh bail park in those days was 
known as Exposition Park and was located in Allegheny, which is now 
known as the North Side. St. Peter’s church was not-far away, and it 
was only natural that Father Gallagher, always an ardent sports fan, 
should become acquainted with the young Pirate manager of nearly 
50 years ago. Upon his death about 16 or 17 years ago, Father Gal- 
lagher was pastor of St. Raphael’s Church in the east end district of 
Pittsburgh. 

Fred Clarke was certainly the original “boy manager” of the 
major leagues. He was playing with Louisville in the late 90’s 
when that team was owned by the late Barney Dreyfuss. At 
the close of the '99 season the Louisville and Pittsburgh clubs were 
merged as Pittsburgh’s National League entry and Clarke, only 
24 years old, was named manager. He was an instant success, win- 
ning pennants in 1901-02-03 and again in 1909, when the club also 
won the world’s championship by defeating the Detroit Tigers, four 
games to three. 


Clarke was not only a great manager but a great player in 
his own right, having hit for an average of .315 for the 2,204 games 
in which he participated over a span of 21 years. He was of the 
rough and ready school who asked no quarter and gave none, and 
heaven help the pitcher who, in Clarke’s opinion, was deliberately 
throwing at the Pittsburgh hitters. Clarke had a trick to square 
accounts. He'd drag a bunt toward first, forcing the pitcher to 
cover the bag to take the first baseman’s throw. What happened 
to the pitcher in the resulting collision at first base taught the 
pitcher a lesson about throwing the bean ball that he wasn’t likely 
to forget for some time. 


It’s funny how some little incidents remain in your memory, but 
I recall plainly the afternoon when Clarke and the late Johnny Evers 
tangled in Forbes Field, Pittsburgh, the home of the Pirates. In those 
days the visiting players went through a gate at the end of the Pitts- 
burgh bench in order to reach their dressing room. Evers had just 
been put out of the game after a row with the umpires and was so 
mad by the time he reached the Pittsburgh bench that some remarks 
from the Pirate players enraged him to such an extent that he said 
something to Clarke that @poused the Pirate manager’s temper. Fred 
grabbed Johnny by the thrdat and was choking him into submission 
when cooler heads prevailed and separated the belligerents. 


The Pittsburgh teams which Clarke managed so successfully 
contained a number of players who are how baseball :mmortals. 
‘Their outstanding member would be the inimitable Honus Wagner, 
of course. His name has long since been enshrined in baseball's 
Hall of Fame at Cooperstown, N. Y., as has Clarke’s. Other 
baseball immortals of early Clarke teams would be Tommy 
Leach, Deacon Phillippe, Howard Camnitz, Jack Miller, Chief Wil- 
son, George Gibson, Max Carey and many others. 


In the early 1890’s, before he was married Clarke bought a plot 
of ground north of Winfield which he named the Little Pirate ranch. 
He still lives there with Mrs. Clarke. They have two children, Mrs. 
D. J. Donohoe, Jr., of Ponta City, Okla., and Mrs. Neal. Sullivan 
of Newkirk, Kas., besides eight grandchildren. 


Fred still maintains a lively interest in baseball in his home district. 
He is president of the Winfield Baseball Association and is the orig- 
inator of the Fred C, Clarke-Honor Roll. Formerly night games in 
Winfield were ruined by boys who ged foul S and then kept 
_ right Clarke conceived the idea of rewarding boys who re-

Henri Quatre. Hugo Grotius in 
1625 wrote his great book suggest- 
ing a code of international law. 
William Penn wanted a supreme 
parliament of nations. Czar Alex- 
ander the First of Russia founded 
the Alliance after the Napoleonic 
Wars. 

None of them worked! 

Yet, on the North American 
continent, we saw a group of 
little states, each of which might 
have become a kingdom like a 
European monarchy but all of 
which united to form one nation, 
the United States of America— 
land where the freedom of men 
transcends any freedom in history. 
Today that same country is the 
strongest in the world. Where lay 
the difference? How did our ex- 
periment succeed where all others 
failed ? 

You may find the answers in 
the Declaration of Independence 
and in the Constitution of our 
country. There it is plainly stated 
that the freedoms of our -indivi- 
duals are bestowed not by a state, 
not by a government, but that our 
natural rights belong to each one 
of us because each one of us is a 
child of Almighty God. 


U. S. Born In A

of the American states was born 
in a climate of faith. There were 
prayers at the Constitutional Con- 
vention. It is a matter of opinion, 
but in spite of all that has been 
said, I do not believe that there 
was a single atheist among the 
delegates, although there may 
have been some agnostics.

The first function of Bishop Noll after having been con- 
eecrated was the dedication of the Motherhouse and Novitiate 
for the Missionary Catechists, which he himself had erected. 
his was on the very next Sunday, July 5. His first clerical 
appointment was that of the Rev. Robert E. Kelly, to succeed 
him as pastor of St. Mary’s Church, Huntington, to whom he 
assigned the present incumbent, Fr. Kelly’s nephew, as assis- 


In October, 1925, Bishop Noll attended the annual meet- 
ing of the Catholic Hierarchy of the United States at the 
Catholic University, Washington. As soon as he entered the 

eeting room the late Cardinal O’Connell, of Boston, who 
resided, beckoned to him to come up to the rostrum and 
kerve as secretary to the meeting. Evidently His Eminence 
hought that as editor the new Bishop would be able to take 
Jown minutes in shorthand. This was not the case, however. 
Still he served in the capacity of secretary at that meeting, 
and at the meetings for several succeeding years when he re- 


nuested an assistant, who was given to him in the person of 
“PRishop Emmet Walsh, of Charleston, South Carolina, conse- 


crated in the year 1927. Bishop Walsh continued to serve as 


a secretary for twenty years and was relieved only last fall. 


At that same meeting—the first ever attended by Bishop 


ANoll—he was elected Treasurer of the American Board of 


Catholic Missions, then a new organization for the Home 
Missions, tied up with the Propagation of the Faith for For- 
sign Missions. The Bishop has held that office ever since, al- 
hough he is the only mémber of the Board as of that time 
who is still serving. 
| A few years later he was elected a member of the 
Administrative Board of the National Catholic Welfare Con- 
erence, on which there were seven Archbishops and Bishops 
epresenting the entire Episcopate of the United States. He 
Berved for seven years before the personnel Board was in- 
preased from seven to ten, at which time, also, a new By-Law 
provided that no Bishop could serve more than five years 
onsecutively, that two be retired automatically each year. 
But after a retirement-of one year Bishop Noll was re-elected 


# a the Board and served another five years, or until his 
Boeecond automatic retirement. Then after another year he 
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Was placed back on the Board, and at this writing he is Sec- 
retary of the Administrative Board of six Archbishops and 
four Bishops. 

Each Bishop represents a department of the National 
Latholic Welfare Conference, and for about ten years Bishop 
Noll was the Episcopal Chairman of Lay Organizations com- 
rising the National Council of Catholic Men, the National 
ouncil of Catholic Women, and the National Council of 

atholic Nurses. 

During this period the Bishop was also Chairman of 
everal other Committees, such as “Committee on the Cen- 
us," the “Committee on Refugees”; “Committee on the 
pegion of Decency,” and has been Chairman of the “National 
yrganization for Decent Literature” for eleven years, and 
* presently Chairman of the “Committee to promote the 
ompletion of the National Shrine to Mary Immaculate.”

has since been known and flourished as “The Legion of De- 
cency.”. The Committee numbered two Archbishops and two 
Bishops. The former were Archbishop Cantwell, of Los An- 
geles, and Archbishop McNicholas, of Cincinnatti, and the 
latter Bishop Boyle, of Pittsburgh, and Bishop Noll. All the 
original members of that Committee had been replaced 
before Bishop Noll felt that he too should make room for 
another and tendered his resignation before the body of 
Bishops in 1943. 

At the time Monsignor Noll was consecrated Bishop 
there were no Central Catholic High Schools for all Catholic 
children of a city in the diocese, except a small one wheéfe 
Hammond borders on East Chicago. Fort Wayne had a ‘High 
School for boys, taught by the Brothers of the Holy Cross, 
with an enrollment of some 300. It had two Academies for 
girls with some 350 enrollees. South Bend had an Academy 
for Girls, and in other places, such as St. Mary’s, Huntington, 
St. Paul’s, Marion; St. Mary’s, Decatur; St. Mary’s, Michi- 
gan City, there were some single parishes operating a four 
year high school course. Many parishes held the Catholic 
children for ten years by conducting a two year commercial 
course. 

The Bishop purchased from the Sisterhood of the Poor 
Handmaids of Jesus Christ the property known as Catholic 
Central High School, Hammond; and through Father Paul 
Schmid procured Sisters of the Holy Cross to replace the 
Poor Handmaids, and he has since supplied priest-professors, 
Arrangements for the enlargement of that school were made 
in 1945, and the twenty room addition dedicated in the fall 
of 1947. Its enrollment has increased from 200 to more 
than 1,000 children, some of whom come a long distance. It is 
patronized by youths from Gary, Whiting, Hammond, East 


Chicago, Cedar Lake, Schererville, Dyer, and some other 


rather remote places. 


In Fort Wayne the Bishop erected, in 1938, a Central 


Catholic High School for boys and girls, with a capacity of 
1,300 students, and it has been filled to overflowing. It re- 
placed the former High School for boys, the two Academies 


for girls, and the commercial courses conducted at five of the | == 


city schools. It is presently staffed by seven priests and two 
Orders of Sisters—thirty-five belonging to the Sisters of 
Providence, and five to the Sisters of Notre Dame, who have 
charge of a very excellent commercial course. This School is 
also patronized by children belonging to the parishes of New 


Haven, Besancon, Monroeville, Yoder, Arcola. | 
The Bishop established a High School for boys in the 


city of South Bend, using the second floor of St. Matthew’s 
School, whose interior had not been fitted up for school pur- 


poses. The capacity being only 250, it does not begin to meet 
the needs of the 40,000 Catholics in South Bend and Misha- 


waka. 

There was also established in South Bend, with the 
Bishop’s approval, what is known as the “South Bend Cath- 
olic,” a former public school leased by the city to a committee 
representing the four Polish parishes of that city. Most of 
the students—about 300 in number—are from these Polish 
parishes, although the school receives children of other par- 
ishes also. (Continued next week)

State Must Ignore The Childs 
Creed But Not The Need 


REV. RICHARD GINDER 


|F OUR eyes look bloodshot these days, it’s from reading and 
re-reading the Constitution in search of the famous prin- 
ciple calling for separation of church and state. It’s sup- 
posed to be a “Constitutional principle,” but we can’t find 
the blamed thing anywhere in that illustrious document. 
There’s Article VI, Section 3, declaring that “no re- 


ligious test shall ever be required 
as a qualification to any office or 
public trust under the United 
States.” 


And there’s the First Amend- 
ment: “Congress shall make no 
law respecting an establishment 
of religior’ or prohibiting the free 
exercise thereof.” 


But that’s the only mention of 
religion” that we can find in the 
Constitution — with not a word 
about separation of church and 
state. Not that anyone wants a 
union of church and state! The 
trouble is that a lot of people 
nowadays are making “church” 
equal to religion, or God, instead 
of to any particular denomination. 


But this separation-of-church- 
and-state business has become a 
sort of slogan in recent years, un- 
challenged, and passing sometimes 
as “a great American tradition,” 
sometimes as a “Constitutional 
principle.”. Actually, it is neither. 
And yet to question it is to lay 
oneself open to the suspicion of 
harboring some sinister plot or 
other against the welfare of our 
republic. 


How Does It Fit 
Into The Pattern? 


The result is that philosophers 
and jurists of every religion now- 
adays are studying the matter, 
tryinz to justify it and make it fit, 
somehow, into the pattern of 
American Government. 


Thus, in November, 1946, the 
American Council on Education 
declared: 


“The core of meaning in the doc- 
trine of separation ef church and 
state we believe to be this: there 
shall be no ecclesiastical control 
of political, functions; there shall 
be no political dictation in the 
ecclesiastical sphere, except as 
public safety or public morals may 
require it.” 

Dean Luther A. Weigle of Yale 
Divinity School says just about the 
same thing regarding the “prin- 
ciple,” but he goes on to add: 

“Tt does not mean that church 
and state, being mutually free, 
may not co-operete with each 
other. And it does not mean that 
the state acknowledges no God, or 
that the state is exempt from the 
moral law wherewith God sets the 
bounds of justice for nations as 
well as individuals.” 


Hence, the United States Gov- 
ernment, in recognizing-the equal- 
ity of all churches before the law, 
is not saying that one church is as 
good as another, or that religion 
is beneath its notice—or anything 
of the kind. If it made any sort of 
judgment at all on the quality of 
the various churches, individually 


or collectively, it would itself as- 


sume something in the nature of 
a church by issuing a religious 
pronunciamento. 


Further, the separation-principle 
does not mean that the Govern- 
ment is forbidden to help religion 
provided its help be impartial and 
offered to all churches equally.

The Government Helps 
Other Organizations 


If the Government stands ready 
to help the smn system with 
its Federal Deposit Insurance; if it 
could help business with its Re- 
construction Finance Corporation 
and individuals with its Home 
Owners’ Loan Corporation; there 
is no reason why, when there is 
need of it, the Government should 
withhold assistance from a group 
of citizens merely because they 
belong to some particular church. 


As a matter of fact, Father Wil- 
fred Parsons, S.J., writing in The 
First Freedom (available from Our 
Sunday Visitor at $2.25) gives 
many examples of tax-money go- 
ing to activities connected with re- 
ligion: 

“Public funds have been dis- 
tributed to church institutions 
through the NYA Act, the so- 
called G. I. Bill of Rights, the 
Mead Housing Act, the Lanham 
Act, the School Lunch Act; public 
funds go to chaplains in Army and 
Navy, to chaplains in Senate and 
House of Representatives, to such 
diverse institutions as the Carville 
Leprosarium and Howard Univer- 
sity; state-paid policemen guard 
children at street-crossings, par- 
ochial schools have ordinary fire 
and police protection, medical aid, 
sewage and trash disposal, use of 
highways and sidewalks; religious 
and educational institutions enjoy 
a state subsidy in the form of tax 
exemption; some parochial-school 
children ride free or at reduced 
rates on municipally owned tract- 
ion lines; free text-books and bus 
transportation are given them in 
some schools.” 


This shows clearly that there is 
not and never has been a principle 
or tradition forbidding the assis- 
tance of religious institutions by 
tax-funds provided those institut- 
ions are performing a public ser- 
vice. And yet there is a violent 
outcry from many quarters when- 
ever*it is proposed to help church 
schools with public funds—and not 
merely church schools, curiously, 
but any sort of non-public school: 
People who are indifferent to the 
co-operation of church and state 
when it concerns practically any 
other phase of American life, will 
become indignant at the mention 
of state-aid to private schools; 
why? 


Why Don’t They Close 
Our Schools Down? 


If our schools were not giving 
an education equal in value to that 
given by the public schools, they 
would long since have been closed 
by the civil authorities. But they 
haven’t been, and hence they are 
recognized as acceptable units in 
our American system of public 
education. : 

And: yet we read of school buses, 
supported by taxes paid in by 
Catholics as well as Protestants, 
passing up children because they 
are Catholics fulfilling their duty 
to the law by acquiring an edu- 
cation—but in a school that satis- 
fies their conscience. 


If they were not Catholics, they 
could go to the public school and 
ride the bus. But because they are 
Catholics, their conscience forces 
them to attend a private school— 
and so they are deprived of bus 
service. This is what one calls 
second-class citizenship! 

It becomes even more strange 


when we reflect on the Church’s 


contribution toward citizenship. It 
is church-teaching that all legiti- 
mate authority comes from God 
and that good citizenship is a re- 
ligious virtue. Good church-mem- 
bers always make good citizens. 


Church Membership 
Becomes A Liability 


And yet here, where the church 
is making such a substantial con- 
tribution toward the interests of 
the state—it is precisely here that 
the state refuses to do ag: Arey, in

comes a one-sided transaction. In 
fact, it makes a church-member- 
ship oracteeay a civic a 
the sense spoken of by the Mis- 
sissippi Supreme Court: 


“Useful citizenship is a servant 
and product of both the church 
and the state, and the citizen’s 
freedom must include the rights 
and benefits of each, and to impart 
into each the ideals and training 
of the other. There is no require- 
ment that the church should be a 
liability to those of its citizenship 
who are at the same time citizens 
of the state. . . Indeed, the state 
has made historical acknowledg- 
ment and daily legislative admis- 
sion of a mutual dependence, one 
upon the other. It is the control 
of one over the other that the Con- 
stitution forbids.” 


It’s clear that the public-school 
system has no monopoly over edu- 
eation. In fascist and communist 
countries, yes— but in a demo- 
cracy, never. 


It’s also clear, as we have seen, 
that the parochial schools are ac- 
cepted as legitimate units in the 
American system of public edu- 
cation. 


Also, that tax-funds are often 
appropriated for activities con- 
nected with religion. 


“This. whole debate resolves it- 
self into this dilemma,” says Fa- 
ther Parsons: “Either the paro- 
chial schools perform the same 
function as the public schools in 
training children for American 
citizenship, or they do not. If they 
do, they are worthy of public sup- 
port in return for the contribu- 
tion they make to the state; if 
they do not perform the same 
function, then they should immedi- 
ately be deprived of approval un- 
oa State compulsory-education 
aws. 


‘Ignore The Creed 
But Not The Need’ 


To sum it up legally, one can do 
no better than quote Justice Alex- 
ander of the Mississippi Supreme 
Court in a decision on a text-book 
case: 

“The religion to which children 
of school age adhere is not sub- 
ject to control by the state; but 
the children themselves are sub- 
ject to its control. If the pupil 
may fulfill its duty to the state by 
attending a parochial school, it is 
difficult to see why the state may 
not fulfill its duty by encouraging 
it ‘by all suitable means.’
